Department Grins Laboratory may have been delayed by traffic in 
reaching tha building, but there is ample evidence that search of 
the sixth floor had already been undertaken by other lav enforcement 
Oj.ricerc> It vow Id therefore be desirable to know when, if ever, 
information was transmitted to the officers engaged in searching the 
building that the shots had been fired from the sixth floor, or more 
specifically, from the southeast 'corner window cm the sixth floor* 

It io appreciated that tha failure to communicate this information to 
the officers in the building might well have been the result of the 
turmoil and uncertainty that prevailed, bit it would still be desirable 
to hava this information on the record and available for future 
reference and research. 

Analysis and criticism of the Commission Report in the press 
(see attached article) has pointed to this significant time lag in 
tho discovery of the carton, cartridges, and rifle. For. future reference 
and research purposes, and to render the investigation more complete, 
it would be desirable to secure more precise information oa these 
points. ,
